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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's second 
argument presented on pages 3 and 4 of the papers filed March 27, 2006 is persuasive. The 
combination of Frank and Van As would not result in a properly functioning system. Upon 
initial inspection Examiner found that both Frank and Van As merely call for dynamic allocation 
of resources. Frank discloses the objective of efficient use of resources in a combined circuit and 
packet network in column 3 lines 28-32. Van As discloses a similar objective in column 5 lines 
54-61 . Van As goes on to state in column 8 lines 53-55 that circuit traffic can preempt packet 
traffic, but cannot be preempted. Upon further review of Frank Examiner found that Frank 
discloses not just a broad objective of dynamic scheduling but specifically states in column 3 
lines 53-56 that it is an objective of the invention "to provide a method of scheduling both 
circuits and packet which is capable of prioritizing and preempting both the circuit and the 
packet traffic (emphasis added)." Both Frank and Van As disclose dynamic scheduling, 
however the fact that Van As specifically states circuit traffic cannot be preempted directly 
violates the stated objective of Frank. The combination of Frank and Van As would render 
Frank inoperative in respect to an aspect of the invention and is impermissible. Frank teaches 
dynamically allocating slots within a time frame to circuit or packet traffic in figure 4. Different 
slots within the same frame are not different resources, however, and therefore Frank does not 
teach such a limitation. Likewise, the prior art as a whole fails to teach or render obvious the 
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limitation of allocating different sets of resources to packet and circuit traffic within a combined 
packet and circuit network. Therefore the claims are allowable.
